It takes encouragement and inspiration to accomplish such results. 
To this end writers of distinction age encouraged to visit the school 
during its session and add to the inspiration furnished by the moun- 
tain and forest their own helpful stimulation. They meet the stu- 
dents personally, converse with them informally, and give them such 
counsel as may be helpful in the accomplishment of a literary career."

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In response to inquiries, we are glad to sive a bit more detailed 
information about the Confersness on Creative riting than is con- 
tained in the folder announcing them. The following tentative program 
indicates the general nlan of orsanization. It will be noted that 
there will be regular classes four mornings a Week, talks and confer- 
ences at afternoon hours, and lectures and conferences in the evenings. 
The program is planned to allow for abundant time for individual con- 
ferences on manuscripts, perhaps the most valuable special feature of 
the session. Students will be assigned to the person best fitted to 
help with their personal problems in “writing. 

The plans for the Conferences have been made with a limited group 
in mind, in order that group discussions may be carried out succers- 
fully. liany of the talks and lectures will lead to a general dis- 
cussion, it is hoped. Such a plan would be impossible with a large 
number of people in attendance. It ought not to be expected, according- 
ly, that guests of the Inn not members of the Short Session are to be 
included in plans for the sroup unless special invitation is extended. 
It is possible that guests of the Inn may be invited to some of the 
more formal lectures, but no assurance can be given. The Conferences 
are experimental and all plans for them will be made with the members.
